Niv, Oman et al and Eggebrecht et al . 

See paragraphs six through eight of the 11/3/04 office 
action for the details of Li et al, which reference meets all of 
the limitations of the above-noted claims (now that previous 
limitations have been deleted by applicant) , except for the 
current limitation added at the last six lines of claim 1, i.e., 
the recitation of synchronizing the clocks on the two different 
chips. This new limitation does not define patentably over Li 
et al because it is old and well-known in the art to synchronize 
two clocks on two different chips so that they operate at a 
substantially maximum common frequency, note the five above - 
noted secondary references. The motivation for synchronizing 
such different chip clocks in this manner is simply to keep the 
different circuits and logic signals on the different chips 
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synchronized so that a computer system in which they are 
included will work properly. 

4. Claims 5, 13 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Li et al in view of any one of Self et 
al '308, Self et al '532, Bar-Niv, Oman et al and Eggebrecht et 
al (as noted above), and further in view of Coleman et al . 

See paragraphs seven of the 11/3/04 office action for the 
details of the rejection of these claims, i.e., why they would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in light 
of the teachings of Coleman et al .
